and established the lowest August 
death total since 1932. 
These statistics cam e today from 
the N ational Safety council, which 
reported there were 2,690 persons 
killed in traffic accidents last m onth, 
In addition to being 6 per cent less 
th a n that of August, 1938, the total 
turned an average 9 per cent fa­ 
tality increase between July and
